Letter From Spain, Delivered 
in J 9 Days, Bearing Rebel 
Stamp!;, Tells of Barricades 

Mailing time from Granada, 
Spain, to Narberth. Pennsylvania, 
is now 19 days. 

A letter to Senor Francisco 
Seco do Lucena, of Chestnut ave- 
nue, mailed by his father, Senor 
Luis Seco de Lucena, Granada 
editor, September 2, was deliv- 
ered in Narberth last Saturday, 
September 19. 

The letter bears postage stamps 
issued by the Rebel government. 
It was flown over Loyalist lines 
to Seville, then taken by plane 
to the Portugal boundary, and 
then carried by the usual mail 
channels. 

Granada, in the hands of 
1'ebels, is surrounded by Loyalist 
forces. Senor Seco c\e- Lucena 
writes that the family (father, 
mother, brother and sister) have 
moved all their belongings to the 
first floor, with the second and 
third floors vacant because of 
bombing dangers. They also 
have barricaded all windows as a 
prevention against sniping.

Well, it's for the record; and anyone 
who has experienced profound sorrow 
and joy will understand the brimming 
measure of my appreciation for good 
friends.

WATER POWER 

For many years picturesque mills were a familiar 
eight about Suburban Philadelphia. Abundant 
power for industries of this sort was furnished 
by the creeks and streams of our area. Almost 
from the start of the first permanent settlement 
mills began to turn out such commodities as wool, 
and cotton, lamp wicks, arms, and carpet yarns. 

The first grist mill was built in 1643 on Cobbs 
Creek. Busy early and late, it ground both coarse 
and fine flour. Settlers often travelled from great 
distances to have their grain ground here. 

On Mill Creek in Lower Merion there were 7 or 8 
mills engaged in making paper alone. Some of 
this paper was used for the money issued by the 
Continental Congress. The expression "not worth 
a continental" shows its rapid depreciation. 

Righter's Mill was built in Revolutionary times.Tra- 
dition tells us that here a Tory mixed ground glass 
in the flour to injure the Revolutionary soldiers. 

The water of our creeks was essential to supply 
the power for these first industries — the mills. 
Today many of the same watercourses are again 
essential to our welfare . . . they make possible 
our abundant water supply.

B-l Restricts Houses to Single-

POLICE EXAMS ARE SOON 



A new residence zoning division was 
created by the township commissioners 
Wednesday night to be known as B-l, 
an intermediate district between 
zones "B" and "D" and which re- 
stricts residences to single family 
houses, but permits their erection on 
lots smaller than those provided for 
in "B" zones. 

The new division is the outcome of 
a compromise found necessary in 
Overbrook Hills, where residents 
wanted single family residence re- 
strictions while property owners de- 
clared that many of their lots were 
too small to meet the "B" zone require- 
ments. The 1927 zoning ordinance 
was therefore amended.
